New Safety

Leaky Pipes Delay In¬ 
stallation Of Mountain 
Fire Fighting System 

Approximately 1500 feet of the 
city’s pipe line below Quarter 
Way House on the Mount Wil¬ 
son trail will have to be re¬ 
placed before the forestry de¬ 
partment’s gigantic fire preven¬ 
tion system covering the foot¬ 
hills across the upper end of 
Sierra Madre can be put In op¬ 
eration, It was revealed yester¬ 
day. 

While the pipe line above 
Quarter Way House is okeh, the 
lower end of the line is too badly 
perforated to be used. In teats 
conducted recently, water spouted 
out of hundreds of holes In the 
rusted pipes, proving the line 
worthless In its present shape. 

The forestry department plans 
to replace the lower end of the 
line with piep salvaged from 
some of the old city lines, but 
the work Is not expected to get 
under way before fall. 

In the meantime, the deptirt- 
ment hoeps to put In a new 
truck road leading back from the 
Trail Inn on Eeist Mira Monte 
avenue. Work of replacing the 
lower end of the pipe line will be 
carried on over this road. 

A 2000-foot lateral line running 
between Quarter Way Hou.se and 
the firebreak on the side of Car¬ 
ter Canyon will be one of the 
important features of the pro- 
po.sed foothill fire prevention 
system, plans for which were 
initiated by the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce early this 
spring.

The Sierra Madre - Lamanda 
Park Citrus A.ssociation has re¬ 
turned to its old love.

Injunction— Hostlery To 
Close, Management Says 

The Sierra Madre Hotel will 
close Its doors September 15 — 
“possibly sooner.” 

This was the announcement of 
the hotel management yesterday, 
following Judge Isador Dock- 
weiler’s decision in the “cocktail 
lounge and restaurant” litigation 
between the hotel and the Ar¬ 
cade Coffee Shop. 

Judge Dockweiler .sustained the 
injunction brought by Mrs. De¬ 
borah Preston, proprietor of the 
coffee shop, to enjoin the hotel 
management from opening and 
operating a cocktail lounge and 
restaurant in the hotel building. 

Other than announcing tl.ey 
will appeal the case and that 
they will close the hotel, the 
management had “nothing to 
say.” 

The hearing In the Los Ange¬ 
les courtroom occupied the bet¬ 
ter part of two weeks, with a 
number of Sierra Madreans tak¬ 
ing the witness stand. 

Principal points of contention, 
as revealed during the trial, were 
that a door connecting the cof¬ 
fee shop and the hotel lounge had 
been “boarded up” by the hotel 
management, assertedly in vio¬ 
lation of an original agreement 
between the management and 
Mrs. Preston and that the hotel 
management assertedly prejudiceu 
guests against tlie coffee shop. 

The coffee shop’s lease on its 
quarters in the hotel building will 
not expire for three years.

ton as first President.

Death Comes 
To C C Bodine 
In His Sleep 

Extensive Dairy Busines.s 
Here UcRan With Single 
Cow 25 Years Ago 

Funeral services for Charles 
C. Bodine, owner of the Bodine 
dairy and a resident of Sierra 
Madre for 31 years, were con¬ 
ducted Monday afternoon at 
Grant’s chapel. Rev. A. O. Prit¬ 
chard, pastor of the Congrega¬ 
tional church, officiated. 

Death came to Mr. Bodine in 
his sleep early Friday morning 
after an illness of less than four 
days at his home, 92 Suffolk 
avenue. He was 58 years old. 

He leaves his wife, Mrs. Ly¬ 
dia B. Bodine, and two sons, 
Lester, who is with the National 
Park .service in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia, and Bernhard, a yacht 
captain. 

Bom in Clarence, N. Y., Feb¬ 
ruary 28, 1879, Mr. Bodine came 
to Sierra Madre in 1900 to join 
his foster parents, the late Mr. 
and Mrs. J. A. Thompson, who 
resided at 100 Suffolk avenue, 
in 1901 he went back to Clarence 
where he and Lydia Bernhard 
were married. They then returned 
to Sierra Madre. 

Mr. Bodine was “zanjero,” or 
water superintendent, for the city 
for several years. Among his 
duties wa.s the mea.surement of 
water with a portable meter 
which he installed each time on« 
of the citrus groves in the city 
was irrigated. 

For six years he operated Pa¬ 
sadena’s largest and last livery 
barn on Dayton street, retiring 
from business with the advent of 
the taxicab, which relegated the 
livery horse to oblivion. 

Returning to Sierra Madre in 
1910 he was engaged In various 
occupations until he developed 
the dairy business which he had 
operated here for more than 2.5 
years. The dairy was a spontan¬ 
eous growth. He started with a 
family cow but demand for his 
.surplus milk grew so rapidly that 
he added more animals until he 
had a large herd. 

When Mr. Bodine came to 
Sierra Madre it was accessible 
only by trains which stopped at 
Santa Anita station, and cabs or 
livery teams brought by resi¬ 
dents up Baldwin avenue. Pasa¬ 
dena was a small city with only 
grazing land east of the section 
where the junior college now 
.stands of Colorado street, 
stands on Colorado street. 

Bodine had a host of friends 
particularly among the old timers 
of Sierra Madre.

Clad only in red swimming 
shorts and tennis shoes, little 
Ralph looked solemnly around the 
room and heaved a childish sigh. 

“Well,” he said, ”I guess this 
will spread me around the world.” 
j So ended a search which, 

1 .starting early Wednesday after¬ 
noon, had mushroomed out 
by yesterday noon to Include 
[ Boy Scouts, police officers and 
' Legionnaires from Los Angeles, 

I Pasadena, San Marino, Arcadia 
! and Monrovia. 

Searching parties were comb¬ 
ing the foothills back of Sierra 
Madre as Jones and Fire Chief 
W. D. Richards, acting on a 
“hunch,” found the boy walking 
home at Auburn and Alegrla 
avenues. 

He had been missing since 3 
j o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
when, after being told to "clean 
up the yard,” he filled a milk 
bottle with water and told his 
twin brother, Trent, he was going 
to “hide out in the mountains.” 

Asked why he left home, Ralph, 
seated on one of the big leather- 
covered chairs in the city coun¬ 
cil’s consultation room, said; 

“I had to work too much.” 

Then he proceeded to devour the 
contents of a carton of straw¬ 
berry- ice cream which Jones sent 
out for, after the youngster’s 
statement he hadn't eaten any¬ 
thing for 24 hours “but peaches.” 

“I spent the night sleeping on 
the porch of the Catholic church. 
In the morning, when the birds 
began to sing, I went up into 
the mountains,” he said. 

Previously, according to his 
statement to Chief McMillan and 
Lieut. E. W. Graeb of the juve¬ 
nile crime prevention bureau of 
the sheriff’s office, Ralph had 
left home at 3 o'clock, gone up 
the Wilson trail and then crossed 
through Marlborough Terrace into 
Little Santa Anita canyon.

This area 
has the heaviest annual 
rainfall of any of the ten “key” 
cities of the so-called South 
Coast Basin. 

And for the season of 193.5-.36 
Sierra Madre was the only one 
of the ten key areas where rain 
was recorded every month in the 
year. 

Some months, of course, you’d 
scarcely know or notice it but 
there was some measurable pre¬ 
cipitation just the same. A year 
ago this month for Instance, 
there was only '06 of rain. But 
I that is a lot better than parts of 
Inyo county where the 12-nionth 
I rainfall is .03 of an inch. So, 
'after oil, we are a bit unusual In 
j many ways. 

I The.se facts are disclosed in 
I the latest bulletin of the water 
resources division of the state de¬ 
partment of public works. 

I Sierra Madre's rainfall from 


j.Tuly 1, 1935 to June 30. 1936, 
totaled 21.06 inches, the bulletin 
I reveal.s. This was four Indies 
I more than for the San Bernar¬ 
dino district, next highest -and 
11 inches more than either the 
Long Reach, Santa ,\na or Coro¬ 
na areas.
